%. wlceve tergets, about 7 feet lons, consistins of linen-covored 
Licht metel franes end towed by slebel eirereft, * were fired 
at by 37 and 68-rm iA cuns and by .° machine guns of heavy ce- 
liber. The terset-towing planes flew as low as 150 to 30G feet 
and 18 high as 6,560 fect. ‘he scorc was considered satisfac- 
tory. The terget wns missed only cbout ten times out of 150 cp~ 
proaches. Towsrd the end of the firing practice, riflemen prac- 
ticed firings st towed sleeve trrsets. This score was also satis- 
Lactory . 


3. Germen 200-em searchlights, powered by senerstors, were uscd at 
nicht. vseven secrchlights with three senerctors were observed 
with cne senrchlisht battcry. This bsttery “possed on" the terget- 
towing He-lll cirercft to other brtteries during the prectices. 
The plenes flew ct cltitudes of 1,600 nd 6,500 feet, During 
more than e hundred observed approeches the sireraft did not es- 
eepe the searchlight beans.
